Last week it was mathematical­ 
ly possible to emerg e with a fou r-way 
lie for first place, and the championship 
was not decided u ntil the v ery last day . 


WF FEEL SORRY for ou r fellow Ohio­ 
ans in Cincinnati whose Redleg s almost 
won ou t bu t lost on the final day when 
the pennant seemed within their g rasp. 
Philadelphia, whose Phillies blew a siX- 
g r.ne lead in a week’s time and all bu t 
had the flag fly ing from their stadiu m 
staff, only to hav e it wrested away . 


The competition made thing s more in­ 
teresting , at any rate. Ev en in the Ameri­ 
can Leag u e, traditionally owned by the 
Yankees in recent y ears, there was no 
certainty u ntil the final two weeks. In 
fact the New Yorkers were forced to pu ll 
themselv es u p by their shoetops from 
third place with the season nearing its 
cor elu sion. 
It seems 
obv iou s that 
the 
Yankees 
are not the power they once were and 
may be their dy nasty is ready to topple 
and a new pretender to the throne may 
emerg e in 1965. 
All of which is mu ch healthier for base­ 
ball. 
We shall make no effort to predict the 
ou tcome of the World Series, leav ing 
that field strictly to ou r contemporaries on 
the Sports Pag es. Bu t we shall be watch­ 
ing with interest to see what happens 
when two teams, who were forced to 
fig ht their way rig ht u p to the end, play 
for the interleag u e championship. 


U.S. Has Spies Too 


The U.S. Department of Ju stice and its 
W'r'd-famou .' Federal Bu reau of Inv esti- 
g a:ion are asking the U.S. pu blic to show 
u nprecedented faith in the mov e to drop 
espionag e 
charg es 
ag ainst 
Alex andre 
Sokolov and Joy Ann Baltch. 
The meag er ex planation is that prosecu ­ 
tion of the two mig ht rev eal the inner 
org anization of the American spy appa­ 
ratu s that cou nter-balances the apparatu s 
•f the Sov iet Union and other foreig n g ov ­ 
ernments. 
This means the two su spects will be de­ 
ported, as were the others who were ar­ 
rested early in Ju ly 1963. Two of these 
were Iv an Eg orov and his wife, liv ing in 
New York City . A third su spect, employ ed 
ir. the Sov iet embassy in Washing ton, was 
sent home at the same time. 
The two known as Alex andre Sokolov 
and Joy Ann Baltch had taken the names 
of U.S. citizens. Their real names 
are 
u ncertain to this day . Thou g h they were 
charg ed with conspiracy to commit es­ 
pionag e for the Sov iet Union, 
nothing 
ev er was done by the Sov iet Union to 
bring abou t their release, as had been 
done for the Eg orov s. 
Yet, when they were brou g ht to trial the 
Department of Ju stice qu ickly made it 
known that fu rther proceeding s wou ld be 
contrary to pu blic interest.

The 
Eisenhower administration was kept bu sy 
ex plaining to a distru bed pu blic that U2 
flig hts ov er Ru ssian territory were part 
of the g reat international g ame of play ing 
spy and the United States was play ing it 
to the hilt. 
Up to that time, apparently , millions of 
Americans thou g ht their g ov ernment was 
abov e su ch thing s. They ev en blamed the 
captu red U2 pilot, Francis Gary Powers, 
for being captu red aliv e, becau se it wou ld 
hav e been less discomfiting to his cou n­ 
try men if he had killed himself for their 
peace of mind. 
It was a remarkable ex perience. The 
political opposition at that time badg ered 
the Eisenhower administration not only 
for play ing spy bu t for letting its U2 pilot 
g et cau g ht and then try ing to protect him 
and the U2 spy apparatu s with a cov er 
story that ex ploded in President Eisen­ 
hower’s face. 


A REPETITION of the hu labaloo may 
be ex pected in 1964, ex cept for one detail 
that may tu rn on a cau tion lig ht for the 
opposition. 
The “spies” in this instance 
hav e 
been in federal cu stody for 14 months. 
They are not a su rprise like the 1960 
rev elation that Ru ssia had shot down a 
U.S. spy plane and had pilot Powers in 
cu stody . 
Tne U.S. g ov ernment this time is u nder 
no su dden pressu re to come u p with a 
cov er story , nor is Ru ssia. Before seizing 
on the incident as proof that the FBI is 
being “soft on commu nism,” the opposi­ 
tion may want to know more abou t the 
circu mstances of the case.

Most of u s find it neces­ 
sary to accommodate reality sooner or 
later, bu t not all of u s will concede that 
we hav e. Bu t nothing contribu tes more to 
a happy life than the realization of ou r 
limitations. Nev ertheless, we’re still en­ 
titled to ou r dreams. 
New almanacs are appearing on the 
market. I’m conv inced that mu ch that 
appears in almanacs is a bu nch of hocu m. 
It really is a small world. A lady we 
know mov ed to California fou r y ears ag o. 
When she recently mov ed into a new home 
in Anaheim, her--first caller was a lady 
who liv es arou nd the corner. She had 
u nknowing ly mov ed into the same neig h­ 
borhood 
a s an old friend who had liv ed 
across the street from her ba ck here— 
the one who now liv es a ro tpd the co rner. 


Do many people really believ e either of 
the nominees for the presidency is the 
best-qu alified man in the United States to 
preside ov er the destinies of the American 
people in this critical period in world his­ 
tory ? Yet each candidate has an enthu si­ 
astic following . 
Many v oters, on the other hand, while 
marking their ballots for either President 
Johnson or Sen. Goldwater, will not feel 
they are endorsing a particu lar personal­ 
ity . They will be v oting in ftiv or of or 
ag ainst what they believ e to be a definite 
trend in American affairs. 
The American people will really be de­ 
ciding between two trends of 
thou g ht. 
Which v iewpoint will the majority , rig htly 
or wrong ly , approv e in the belief that it 
will sav e the cou ntry from depression and 
war? 


ONE SCHOOL OF THOUGHT believ es 
in borrowing $11 billion from the people, 
then g iv ing it away as a redu ction in tax ­ 
es, and at the same time increasing g ov ­ 
ernmental ex penditu res. Larg e su ms are 
allocated to the areas where the most 
v otes can be g arnered. 
This is the school of thou g ht which ac­ 
cepts “pu mp priming ” and deficit spend­ 
ing as a necessary economic stimu lis, 
hails the resu lt as the g reatest “prosper­ 
ity ” in history and bru shes aside as in­ 
applicable and irrelev ant the fu tile ex per­ 
ience of the 1930s. 
Yet the artificial economics of that per­ 
iod cau sed millions of persons to su ffer 
the hardships of an u nemploy ment crisis 
which lasted 10 y ears. 
This is the school of thou g ht which be­ 
liev es that racial discrimination can be 
remedied by law and that both the states 
and the federal g ov ernment hav e the rig ht 


to tell a storekeeper what cu stomers he 
shall serv e, to tell a homeowner what 
prospectiv e bu y er he mu st accept and to 
compel parents to send their children to 
schools many blocks away from home, 
ev en thou g h there is a school bu ilding 
nearby in their own neig hborhood. 
The 
plan is su pposed to achiev e “racial bal­ 
ance” in the edu cational sy stem. 
This is the school of thou g ht which be­ 
liev es in trading with ou r enemy —Com­ 
mu nist imperialism—despite its worldwide 
ag g ressions. 
This is the school of thou g ht which min­ 
imizes the sig nificance of Sov iet control of 
Cu ba, the Commu nist mischief making in 
Viet Nam which is costing the liv es of 
American boy s, and the Commu nist en­ 
cou rag ement of armed u prising s in Africa 
and the Middle East and of disorders in 
Latin America. 
This is the school of thou g ht which be­ 
liev es that appeasement is ex pedient and 
necessary in foreig n policy and that su ch 
thing s as principles and conv ictions based 
on the indelible facts of history are 
“my ths or “u nrealities.” 


THEN THERE’S the opposite school of 
thou g ht, which believ es in maintaining 
a solv ent g ov ernment and pay ing off g ov ­ 
ernment bonds at matu rity in dollars that 
are worth the same as when the secu rities 
were bou g ht. For today we are cpnfronted 
with a constantly depreciating dollar. 
This is the school of thou g ht which be­ 
liev es in equ al rig hts bu t also equ al re­ 
sponsibilities. 
This is the school of thou g ht which 
doesn’t 
believ e 
in 
special 
priv ileg e, 
whether it takes the form of labor u nion 
power or monopolistic practices by bu s­ 
inesses. 
This is the school of thou g ht which 


wou ld like to see a real war on the pov ­ 
erty that comes when wag e-and-price in­ 
flation dev alu es the pension dollar and in­ 
flicts misery on the elderly and the dis­ 
abled. 
This is the school of thou g ht which fears 
the collapse of the priv ate enterprise sy s­ 
tem and the su bstitu tion of an economy 
dominated by a centralized g ov ernment— 
the foreru nner of state socialism. 
This is the school of thou g ht which fore­ 
sees an America plu ng ed into a major 
war if appeasement continu es to encou r­ 
ag e the ag g ressor, as he is tempted to 
misconstru e ou r passion for peace as 
cowardice. 


WHICH TREND does the v oter want? 
It matters less which personality is tri­ 
u mphant than which philosophy of g ov ern­ 
ment is to be accepted as the will of the 
majority of the American people. 
Which trend will the su ccessfu l candi­ 
date himself feel he mu st follow? 
And 
which trend sacrifices basic principles for 
a temporary v ictory ? 
It was Woodrow 
Wilson who once said 
“I wou ld rather fail in a cau se that 
I know some day will triu mph than to 
triu mph in a cau se that I know some 
day will fail.” 
Which candidate will face u p to the fact 
that a g ov ernment which ru ns in the red 
y ear after y ear ev entu ally loses the con­ 
fidence of the pu blic—its lenders and its 
inv estors? 
Shall we continu e the g ambles of politi­ 
cal hy pocrisy , along wi h its brainwashing 
techniqu es and preachments of u nsou nd 
economics? Will the nation realize in time 
that economic disaster at home and a dis­ 
integ rating world situ ation cou ld bring on 
the big war that nobody wants? 
Which trend?

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NFO: New Political Force

CORNING, Iowa 
Political paths lead to strang e 
places. This is no political cap­ 
ital. Bu t considerable capital — 
meaning v otes — is being stored 
u p here by an 
a n g r y ou tfit 
operating like 
a labor u nion, 
called the Na- 
Farmers 
Or- 
g a n i z ation 
(NFO). Head­ 
qu artered i n 
this 
sm a l l 
cornbelt 
city , 
the NFO may 
soon hav e enou g h streng th to 
swing some states in the ag ri­ 
cu ltu ral Midwest, which is su ch 
a my stery to big city people. 
To whom the embattled NFO 
will attempt to swing these 
states 
depends on 
who 
the 
NFO decides 
will 
help them 
most to raise prices on mu ch of 
what finally reaches the dinner 
tables of America. 
There is no dou bt of NFO an­ 
g er — or the cou nter-reaction it 
whips u p. Back in mid-Au g u st 
it went on strike, which it calls 
a “holding action.” Two pickets 
were cru shed to death u nder a 
liv estock tru ck. 


VIOLENCE spu rted 
throu g h 
10 states, lhe g ov ernor of Wis­ 
consin said the holding action 
had created the worst law and 
order probiem in 35 y ears. 
My stery men of 
the 
nig ht 
hav e planted dy namite in stock­ 
y ards. A police official’s home 
was bomb fired. 
F a r m e r s ’ 
hou ses were set afire. Three 
stocky ards and hog bu y ing sta­ 
tions cau g ht fire. 
Cattle scales were destroy ed. 
Tru ck 
tires 
were 
slashed. 
Crowds of hu ndreds of pickets 
battled police and water-spu rt­ 
ing fire tru cks. 
“Scream-ins” were stag ed at 
cattle au ctions. Windshields of 
cattle conv ey ances were ripped 
by rocks. State police stocked 
u p on tear g as. Re g i ona l 


sheriffs’ 
conferences 
were 
c a 11 ed. Gov ernors telephoned 
g ov ernors. Bu t no one knows 
who was responsible for all the 
damag e. 


IT COULD hav e been any one. 
Yet despite all the tu rbu lence 
which marked the weeks of the 
“holding operation” few people 
across the land paid it mu ch at­ 
tention or know any thing of the 
NFO, thou g h it is rapidly be­ 
coming one of the most power­ 
fu l farm org anizations in the 
cou ntry . 
First it shou ld be pointed ou t 
that a “holding operation” ac­ 
tu ally is a strike by farmers be­ 
long ing to the NFO in 23 states 
stretching f r o m West Virg inia 
across to Minnesota and down 
to Colorado. 
“Holding ” simply means an 
NFO attempt to keep milk, soy 
beans, g rain, corn or meat on 
the hoof away from the proces­ 
sor. Two y ears ag o the hold­ 
ing kept milk from the market. 
Then it was soy beans and 
g rain. This time it was aimed 
at hog s and cattle. 


WHERE DID it all start? 
Early in the fall of 1955, ac­ 
cording to au thentic docu ments, 
a farmer and a feed salesman 
were discu ssing farmers’ prob­ 
lems — low prices for what was 
actu ally raised on the land. And, 
of cou rse, drou g ht. 
They decided to call a meet­ 
ing of farmers at Carl, Iowa, to 
see if they cou ld raise su fficient 
money and interest to send a 
representativ e 
to 
Washing ton 
“to ex plain the problems faced 
by the farmers in Sou thwestern 
Iowa.” Some 35 farmers at­ 
tended. 
Then they called another con­ 
ference. This time it was held 
in a sale barn here in Corning 
and ov er 400 farmer- tu rned 
ou t. Interest flared like news of 
an oil strike. 
There were many meeting s 
and petitions were g otten u p to 
ask the federal g ov ernment to 


pu t a floor u nder farm prod­ 
u cts. That means a reg u lation 
setting a minimu m for which 
milk, feed, liv estock and g rains 
can be sold. 
IN A LITTLE WHILE the 
farmers lau nched the NFO and 
picked a hard hitting chap, 
Orin Lee Staley of Rea, Mo., 
as their president All this hap­ 
pened in a month. Then came 
a national 
conv ention, a na­ 
tional headqu arters, and shortly 
NFL had s i g n e d u p 180,000 
farmers in 13 states. 
Year after y ear the “max i­ 
mu m contact” driv e brou g ht in 
more affiliates. By 1962, NFO 
had ov er 20b,0C0 farmers and an 
intricate setu p. In each cou nty 
NFO appointed a minu teman 
for each 30 farms — whether 
the farmer was a member or 
not. 
So competently org anized is 
the NFO that it can alert its 
people for the lau nching of a 
holding operation in six hou rs 
by word of mou th. This means 
messag es passing across cou n­ 
try either by phone or du ring 
qu ick meeting s of minu temen 
brou g ht tog ether by car. Thu s 
no docu ments or teleg rams are 
necessary . 


THE NFO LEADERSHIP say s 
it operates 
on 
a 
“collectiv e 
barg aining ” basis. When a hold­ 
ing operation is on, it tells its 
members not to deliv er what­ 
ev er it decides to withhold. 
Then local 
and 
reg ional of­ 
ficials barg ain with the stock­ 
y ards and other processors for 
all of the members for a basic 
price on the foodstu ffs. If a 
price is ag reed on by the bar­ 
g ainers, it mu st be approv ed by 
a two-thirds v ote. 
After that the farmers stop 
withholding . Howev er, there can 
be no barg aining if some farm­ 
ers — non-members — send 
their hog s and cattle to the 
market. 
Holding operations are not 
enou g h, say NFO leaders. They 
want cong ressional help. They ’ll 


v ote for the political candidates 
who promise them that help. 
This is a mig hty important v ote 
in states wnere the marg ins are 
close.

There still are no clear lines 
of au thority within the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee. 
Becau se the President insists 
on making the final decision on 
all bu t the smallest of details, 
campaig n planning is mu scle- 
bou nd and botMenecked.

Johnson’s habit of waiting u n­ 
til the last possible moment to 
approv e and au thorize trips and 
projecs has his political lieu ­ 
tenants biting their nails and 
shaking ther heads. 
SEN. GOLDWATER’S nomin­ 
ation arou sed a lot of people 
who ordinarily don’t become in­

Francisco conv ention for the 
Democrats to form an u nu su ally 
strong Volu nteers for Johnson 
org anization. 
Bu t the org anization of v ol­ 
u nteer workers is lag g ing be­ 
hind, and activ ity in the wom­ 
en’s div ision is confu sed 
and 
u ncoordinated. 
P. K e n n e t h O'Donnell, who 
was su pposed to be the Presi­ 
dent’s principal liaison with big 
city Democratic leaders, has ex ­ 
perienced difficu lty in g etting 
his commitments fu lfilled and 
now is spending more and more

Kennedy senatoral campaig n in 
New York. 
Lawrence F. O’Brien, the di­ 
rector of the Democratic na­ 
tional campaig n org anization, is 
working hard to try to g et the 
campaig n org anized, bu t he is

h a s nev er 
been 
prov ed. 
Johnson now wants big crowds 
when he trav els, and he g ets 
ang ry wher he doesn’t g et them. 
Bu t those responsible for ar­ 
rang ing su ch thing s often are 
g iv en v ery little time to do so. 
IN R E C E N T WEEKS, first 
word of forthcoming presidential 
v isits has come from local lead­ 
ers, bu t the White Hou se has 
refu sed 
steadily 
to confirm 
these annou ncements u ntil the 
v ery last minu te. 
Local candidates are com­ 
plaining t h a t the Democratic 
National Committee, and fipr 
that matter, Johnson himself, 
display little su stained inter­ 
est in their campaig n problems.

Coal tar has 
the happy facu lty of making the 
skin more su sceptible to u ltra­ 
v iolet light 
Other ointments containing sa­ 
licy lic acid and su lfu r nav e been 
u sed with some su ccess, espec­ 
ially in treating scalp lesions. 


ANOTHER NEW dev elopment 
is a cream that contains hor­ 
mones related to cortisone, su ch 
as Sy nalar cream (obtainable 
only on a doctor’s prescription) 
After this ointment is applied, 
the lesions are cov ered with a 
plastic wrapping paper that 
shu ts ou t the air and increases 
the ointment’s penetrating ac­ 
tion. This 
treatment giv e the 
best resu lts when u sed in con­ 
ju nction with other forms of 
treatment su ch as tars. 
Following this treatment the 
remissions u su ally last mu ch 
longer than when the tars alone 
are u sed. The hormone oint­ 
ment shou ld not, howev er, be 
u sed for more than two weeks 
at a time with a rest of at 
least fou r weeks between cou rs­ 
es.

QUESTION: We are getting 
ready to sell our house, which 
is 12 y ears old. We have never 
sold a house b efore and there 
is some difference of opinion in 
our family as to whether it wi 
pay us to spend any money fix ­ 
ing up certain things or wheth 
er we should just sell it “as is.” 
What is y our advice? 
ANSWER: There can’t b e any 
set answer on this, since a lot 
depends on what are the “cer 
tain things” y ou are thinking of 
fix ing. If the house needs 
paint job , y ou will sell it much 
faster if y ou have the painting 
done b efore y ou put top house 
on the market. 
Another advantage is that, to 
figuring the profit on the house 
for income tax purposes, y ou 
are permitted to deduct the cost 
of the paint job if it was done 
specifically for the purpose of 
making the house more sale­ 
ab le. In selling a house, it is 
wise to take care of the so-call 
ed little things. While these may 
seem 
relatively 
unimportant 
from the standpoint of ex pense 
to the new owner, they play an 
important part to making a 
sale. 
A leaky faucet, for instance, 
may make it appear that y ou 
don’t make necessary small re­ 
pairs and that, therefore, there 
prob ab ly are a lot of larger re­ 
pa irs which ha v en’t been ma de.

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Tasty Suggestions for a Fall Buffet
